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OVERVIEW OF ONTARIO EXPORTS 1977 


1. World Trade and Canadian Exports 


Amid uncertainties, high unemployment and 
inflation, the world economy continued its 
slow recovery in 1977. The value of world 
trade increased by 14 per cent to reach 
Wass Sib dhs) lola lileieyat. In terms of volume, 
the increase was about 4 per cent. 


The value of Canadian exports in 1977 
reached a total of $43.3 billion, showing 
an increase of 15.9 per cent over 1976. 
In a global perspective, Canada was res- 
ponsible for about 3.7 per cent of world 
exports. 


Canadian exports constituted more than 

20 per cent of goods imported by the United 
States in 1977. As seen in Table I, the 
percentage attributable to Canadian exports 
in Japan's total imports from the world was 
three times as high as that of EEC imports 
soy LCG eG In similar comparisons, it is 
also observed that Canada's market share was 
relatively high in Central and South America 
and Oceania, and low in the Middle East, 
Asia and Africa.

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According to the latest U.N. statistics, world 
exports of manufactured goods, excluding those 
of Communist countries, reached a total of 
UsS.5554 billion in 1977, an increase of 227 
per cent over the value of exports in 1970. 


Among the 10 largest industrial exporters, 
Japan recorded the best performance, more 
than quadrupling its value of exports in 1970. 
It was followed by France and five other 
European countries, each more than tripling 
the value of manufactured goods exports. Of 
the remaining three countries which failed to 
triple their exports, Canada trailed behind 
the United States and Britain to rank 10th 
among the big ten, as shown in Column A of 
Table 2. 


Column B of Table 2 shows that Japan and the 
European countries generally doubled their 
export prices between 1970 and 1977. In 
comparison, the price increase in U.S. exports 
was less than 80 per cent and that of Canada 
was only 57 per cent, the lowest among the ten. 


As to the volume of exports, Canada ranked 
eighth in the rate of growth, followed only by 
Switzerland and Britain. (See Column C). 
Despite the fact that North American export 
prices have risen much more slowly than those 
of EEC or Japan during the seven years, it 
seems apparent that neither Canada nor the 
United States have fully capitalized on their 
increased competitiveness and transcribed it 
into an increase in the volume of exports.

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2. Ontario Exports by Countries 


Ontario exports continued to improve in 1977 
.reaching a total of $19.1 billion, an increase 
of 22 per cent over 1976. In comparison, 
combined exports by the rest of Canada 
increased only 12 per cent, thus raising 
Ontario's share in total Canadian exports 

from 41 per cent in 1976 to 43 per cent in

Increased demand for Ontario exports in 1977 
can in part be attributed to the lower exchange 
rates of the Canadian dollar and the economic 
recoveries made by Ontario's major trading 
partners. A weakening of growth in the U.S. 
will make it difficult to maintain the 
favourable export performance beyond 1978. 


More than 81 per cent of Ontario exports were 
destined for the United States in 1977. Nine 
other major markets for Ontario goods accounted 
for another 10 per cent. BxpOmes stO al 
countries other than these ten accounted for 
the remaining 9 per cent. 


World trade statistics indicate that developed 
countries accounted for 71 per cent of total 
exports from all developed countries in 1977. 
In comparison, 90 per cent of Ontario exports 
in the same year were destined for developed 
countries, less than 10 per cent to developing 
countries, and less than one-half of one per 
cent to countries under centrally planned 
economies.

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3. Ontario Exports by Commodities 


Two-thirds of Ontario's $19.1 
billion exports in 1977 were 
finished inedible manufactured 
goods. Three-quarters of these 
goods were automobiles and auto- 
motive parts, 92 per cent of 
which were shipped to the United 
States. Atos oma ldon,. Ehe 
value of automotive exports to 
the United States was equivalent 
to 46 per cent of total Ontario 
exports and 69 per cent of fully 
manufactured exports to the world. 


As shown in Table 4, Ontario's end 
product exports other than the U.S. 
bound automotive exports accounted 
for less than 21 per cent of all 
exports from this province. Com- 
parative figure for the rest of 
Canada was 9 per cent. The con- 
centration of automotive manu- 
facturing facilities in Ontario and 
the opportunities provided by the 
U.S.-Canada automotive agreement 
have been responsible for the high 
percentage of automotive exports in 
the total export framework.

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4. Ontario Exports by Industries 


For the first time in this issue, commodity 
statistics of Ontario exports have been 
tabulated according to the Standard 
Industrial Classification (S.I.C.) 

of Statistics Canada,and following the 
procedures similar to those used by 
Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce. 


The resulting data show that automobile 
and auto parts industries were responsible 
for 50 per cent of Ontario's $19.1 billion 
exports in 1977. Nineteen industries 
(S.I1.C. 3-digit) exported more than $100 
million each to account for 77 per cent of 
total Ontario exports. The remaining 23 
per cent was distributed among 91 other 
industries. 


Apart from automotive products, the most 
important exporting industries in this 
province are, as shown in Table 7, primary 
metals, industrial machinery, industrial 
chemicals, aircraft, telecommunications 
equipment, scientific equipment, plastics 
and synthetic resin, alcoholic beverages, 
and wood products.
